HISTORY REPEAT S ITSELF. 

As tciple Waa to Hannibal 8e Was 
Wellington to Napoleon. 

There is probably no more remark- 
able historical parallel than ttiat ex- 
hibited by the career of Sciplo Afri- 
canus, the hero of the second Punic 
war. and the Duke of Wellington, the 
conqnevsr of Napoleon. 

Each was descended from an ancient 
and noble family. i:ach was the 
second greatest soldier of liis age, 
lotted in a life and death struggle 
against the greatest As flkipto was 
to Hannibal so wa Wellington to 
Napoleon. EUumibal threatened the 
very existence of Borne; Napoleon was 
on a fliir way to bBsasiS tlM OMSter 
of Europe. 

Again, Spain was the center of the 
most splendid acliieTements of tM>th 
ocaMMjaAsn. The Tietotfes of Sdpio 
In Spain are too well known to need 
recapitulation, and Wellington's tri- 
umphs in the peninsular war form one 
of tiie commonplaces of history. 

Neitiier of these great generals met 
his arch-adversary until llie final and 
decisive battles— Zama and Waterloo 
I'tspecClfaiy. And tiie Msalt both 
battles was exile to the defeated 
chiefs. Hannibal retired to Ephesus; 
Napoleon was deported to St. Helena. 

But the parallel does not end here. 
Both flcfpls aai WsiHactoD exchanged 
a military for a psMtlcal career. And 
here the same fate pursued them, 
■efpio incurred the enmity of the 
BoBSsa' senate; Wellington gained the 
hoetlHty of the London populace. And 
here follows the must ff^m.^rkable fea- 
ture of the parallel drawn between 
thefs tw giaat mm. 

Seventeen years elapsed fHMi the 
battle of Zama— seventeen years to 
the very day— when the great Sciplo 
was tried on a qoestkm of bribcar. 
He was not Slow In liis defense to re- 
mind bis Judges that on that day he 
bad saved the republic. Seventeen 
yean el^ ssd tnm tbe battle of Water- 
loo— seventsen years to the vcqr day 
— ^hen tbe great Wellington had to 
take refuge from the attack of a Lon- 
don mob, angered on account of his op- 
posiCloB to tile parHaineBt reform MO. 

The only point in which the parallel 
fails is this: Scipio died outside bis be- 
loved dty of Rome; Wellington has 
his momiment in St Paul's cathedral, 
London. But the parallel between the 
careers of these two extraordinary men 
remains as one of tbe curiosities of 
hlstsry.— Tooth's OoSivaBlon. 
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SAYINGS OF MKlFmii. ! KING SOLOMON'S MINES. 



Thinfa That Ara Rarely 
ited to the Humorist. 
There has been complaint that every 
good story geta accredited to Mark 
Twain without his having really de- 
served It, but Professor Archibald 
Henderson in his book "Mark Twain" 
poteta oat that actually many of the 
best known common sayings first cre- 
ated by Mark Twain are very rarely 
credited to him. Ills sayings in 
"Pudd'nhead Wilson's Calendar," such 
as "the ^ullllower fs nothing hut cab- 
bage with a college education" are 
generally known as written^» Mark 
Twain, but there are nthsM^r Which 
this Is not true. 

Some of his best sayings are apropos 
of the cheerful custom of lying— for 
instance: '*Truth is our most valuable 
possessioB. Let us ecossarfse it." 
"Never tell a lie— except for practice" 
is not so well known as ths toore popu- 
lar "When in doubt tdl the truth." 
Professor Henderson comments that 
of the latter maxim Mark Twain de- 
clared that he never expected it to 
be applied to .himself. It was for 
other people. When he was in doobt 
himself he used sagacity. Perhaps his 
best summary is: "Never waste a lie! 
You can't tell when you may need it." 

A catcbword emanating from Mark 
Twain is, "Be virtuous and you will 
he eccentric." Another is tlint ' there 
isn't a parallel of latitude but thinks 
It would have been ihe eqoator if It 
had had Its riclits." There Is some- 
thing peculiarly American in his warn- 
ing to girls not to marry— that is, not 
to excess. To Professor Henderson 
Mark Twain made a remark likely to 
rank with the best of his sayings now 
that it has been published. Professor 
HsndarsoB was advlaed beCsrs vader^ 
going a surgical operation, "Console 
yourself with the reflection that you 
are giving the doctor pleasurs aad 
that he is gating paid for it" 

Of the hundreds of Twain sayings 
none Is better known than one often 
attributed to Andrew Carnegie, "Put 
all your eggs in one 
watch that basket"

They May Have Been the Ancient Qeld 
Werkinga at Rhodeaia. 
Rhodesia, that province of British 

Africa lying between the Zambezi and 
the Limpopo rivers, has considerable 
deposits of gold. The ancients mined 
and carried away enormous quantities 
of the precious metal, but under tiie 
scientific mining systems of the pres- 
ent day their operations will be greatly 
surpasssd. 

It has been thought that Rbodesla 
was the ancient land of Ophir, the land 
of the mysterious "King Solomon's 
mines," but this theory is stron^y 
combated by some InvestlgBtors. Tbe 
ancient gold workings are the basis of 
modem workings.

The tower process of making shot 
was invented by William Watts, a 
plumber of Bristol. England, in 1769. 
His tower was "built" by sawing a 
square hole in the center of the various 
floors of his house and locating a well 
in the cellar, into wbkh the globules 
of molten lead dropped and were in- 
stantly cooled and hardened. Watts 
secured a patent in 1782 and sold his 
London rights in 1800 for $48,605. 

His tower is still in use^ although it 
has been heightened by the addition of 
several stories. The lead when molten 
is poured into a sieve-like receptacle 
at the top (tf tiM tower, and these 
molten drops, falling into the well, 
120 feet below, form the shot, which 
are thea passed through a polishing 
grader. They are then spilled from a 
hopper on to an inclined plane, the per- 
fect shot ruaaihf on a second plane, 
while the iovacfsct drop through an 
o pen ing between. The shot psss over 
four series of planes, and onlf tha par- 
feet reach the last plane. 

A larger size than BIJP. cannot be 
made by this process. The larger 
Blxes. including shrapnel, are made by 
two different processes. In the me- 

diam size a wire of the proper ma- 
tarlid is fed into a maddne which 

mashes It into a ribbon shape and 
punches irregular formed shot The 
largest are made Ijy pouring tbe metal 
Into long bullet moldSf which, in cool- 
ing, fbnn tarr^lar siiot The various 
sizes are then placed, each by itself, 
in gins, which are revolved for six 
Imna, when tta Aat coma oat pMfsct-

A strange story is that told of the no- 
torious second Lord Xiyttletan, wbo is 
■afd to hsTe been u erll a* fate faOier 
was'tho reverse. He died when in his 
prime under the following well attest- 
ed circumstancee: A few daya before 
his death Lord Lyttleton saw enter his 
room a woman who told him that on 
the third day after her appearance he 
would die. He was very much fright- 
ened and extremely depressed by the 
occnrronce, but on the morning of the- 
third day his fears had abated some- 
wkat, and he had to bi e aM at wtth 
him a party which included Lady 
Flood, Lord Fortescue and two of the 
Misses ABq)hlett, to whom he said, "If 
I lire over tonight I shall have Jock- 
eyed the ghost, for this Is the third 
day." In the forenoon the party set 
out to Pit Place, Lord Lyttleto^'s conn- 
try seat near Bpaoa. and w«r» sot 
long arrived when his lordship had a 
sufTocating fit, but recovered suffi- 
ciently to dfM with his fHaads at 6 
o'clock. 

By what te deocrfbed as "a friendly 
trick" the watchsa and clocks through- 
out the house wan adranced half an 
hovr. The evenlns passed, and IiOfd 

Lyttleton's spirits recovered their usual 
gayety. At half past 11 he retired, 
and. accordins to Us TaletTs report, 
"he kept every now and then looking 
at his watch. • • • Within a min- 
ute or two of 12 by bis watch he 
asked to look at mine. * • * His 
lordship tiien pat both to his ear to 
make certain that they went.

When the nan 
ffatamed he found his master in a fit 
Instead of attempting to relieve bim 
he ran for help, and when he returned 
with the alarmed guests Lwd Lyttle- 
ton was dead. 

A peculiar class of apparition in 
which many persons b^ieved is that 
of specter dogs, irtilch are agata di- 
vided into three kinds: (1) Black dogs 
that are fiends in dispruise; (2) evil 
spirits that bunt souls in this guise; 
(S) qiirits of the wicked departed 
made to take this shape for their stns.

bride's cheeses in order to secure for 
them all earthly thrift and.haiqiiinesa.

the pockets of Gorman manufacturers, 
but from which he himself^ It la 
stated, never reaped a jpcnaiy. . 

The lhated rib for ambrdlasi, a aaw 
process for the extraction of nlckrt 
from its ore. a new development ad 
platinoid — Immenaaly tMf<i»t*«t 
electric work— and a brilliant Inven- 
tion for the reduction of gold ore, 
these are only a few of Martlno's dis- 
covortes. And yet he was so hicktng 
in bOBtoees capacity that in spite of 
his extraordinary ontpot of valuable 
ideas he died at Glasgow in 1903 a 
comparatively poor and obecare man. 
while dozens of others hava been anda 
richer by his genius. 

In ISCO the clicmi.st Lenoir patented 
a motor driven by an exploaive mix- 
tore of air and gaa He ased detiite 
is^nltlon obtained from a battery and 
a Huhmkorff coil, actuating a sparking 
plug very abnlfair to that la aaa la tha 
modem motor. The system of valves 
by means of which the suction of the 
piston drew in the charge of gas for 
the next explosion was also designed 
by Lenoir. 

In 1862 he actually produced a car 
which, if crude, waa similar In all re- 
spects to that in use today, save that 
he emplorod c^>,^l i^as instead <rf petrol, 
and this be .nctually drove himself 
throu^:;h tbe Streets of Paris. 

Yet for reasons similar to those 
which caused the faftnre of MartlDo ha 
never received tlic :^ .ml '>f bia gas- 
lus, and It was left fur Daimler* 
thirty years later, to imdaoe-tl 
of the practicable autocars. 

Lenoir died In 190(>, poor and un- 
known. 

Three years later, in 100.3. the lifo of 
George Shergold came to an end In 
Gloucester workhouse. Shergold, ori 
inally a shoemaker, waa 
of fb» safety bicycle. He built a ma- 
chine of this order In the year 187G, 
the front wheel of which was twenty* 
seven Inch e s and the rear wheel asaaa 
thirty-one inches in diameter. 

In 1900. when It first became 
ally known that tbe man wboaa 
tion had made millions for others was 
as poor as when he bad cobbled shoes, j 
a public subscription was raised, and 
for some time an allowance of 6 shil- 
lings a we^ was made to Shergold. 
But the funds became exhausted, and 
I)oor Shergold ended tus life in the 
worfchoaae. 

How many people have ever even 
heard of Scheele? Yet this poor Swed- 
ish chemist was perhaps the greatest 
discoverer of facts that the world haa 
ever known. 

We always hear iu Ensland that 
Priestley was the discoverer of oxy* { 
gao. Tet Scheele made tUa Weat las- 
portant of all chemical discoveries si- 
multaneously with l*riestley. And it i 
was Scheele who discovered chlorine ' 
gas. Chlorine is perhaps the moat 
Important of all gases In c onu ner tl al 
chemistry. It is the groat bleacher 
that gives us white linen or white 
straw hata. It la also the beat diste- 
foctant known. It is essontial^to the 
manufacture of the great pain killer, 
chloroform, and it is used extensively 
for the extraction of gold from Its ores. 

Chlorine's value to tbe world has 
been incalculable, yet Scheele, the man 
who discovered It, lived hungry and 
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Professor Gore died a comparatively 
poor man, yet Gore was the inventor 
of the modem safety match, of the 
method of eiectrodeposition commonly 
known aa electroidatlng and of many 
other processes which have put mil- 
lions into the pockets of manufactur- 
ers. Gore's book, "Electromatallargy," 
publlahed in 1870, is still a standard 
work ma the subject— Ixmdon Ad-
